old-time traveler in Ireland, that this 
circling was formerly done "groveling 
on the hands and knees or even lying 
flaton the ground and wrigglingalong 
likea snake." 
This must undoubtedly 


have been a relicof the ancient rites, 
though the people had not the slightest 
idea of its origin or even tnat such a 
religionhad ever existed intheirisland. 
Inthe same way they stillon Beltane 
eve (Bel-tinne, or Bel's fire) kindle 
"Balefires" on the summit of every 
hill and send flaming wheels rolling 
down theirsides, though ignorant that 
they are celebrating a day consecrated 
toBel,orBaal, by their Phoenician and 
Irish ancestors, who observed it in a 
precisely similarmanner.

Surely we have been slowin coming 
into our inheritance.
